IMEASLES IN THE SCHOOLS

Epidemio Btreaks Out and Threatens to
Make Oonsiderable Trouble,

TWENTY-SIX CASES ALREADY REPORTED

Mayor Carson Gives Orders for Striet
Enforcement of Quarnntine
Regulntlons _Schonls May
Yet De Closed,

If the suggostions made (n The Deo a week
ngo bad been [ollowed and Pierce street
sehool temporarily cloged the epldemle of
meoaales that was then predicted would prob-
ably nat have cecorred. Tho hardship thal
would bhave been placed uporf the palrons of
the schiool and the pupils would not have
beon as groat as (he rules of the Toard of
Healith will pow nece wltate. The lndleations
yestorday were that the epldemic has broken
ont. Sluce Monday noon twenty-alx cases of
weasles have been reported Lo the Roard of
Health, all in ramilles of pupils attending
the school, and probably as many nore have
ovcurred that_bave not been reported for
the reason that no physlcinne were called In.
Every room In the schiool beeame thoroughly
dnoculated through the negligence or care-
lessncsas of the parents In several families,
and every child in the achool was exposed
to the digease. There are between 800 aod
400 children atténding the school and in many
of the familles where the disease has broken
out there aro other children attending other
schools; aud the prospects are that the dis-
cass has boen pretty thoroughly distributed
in nearly afl of the other schools in the
city. One cage has been reported from the
Harrlson stroet school and another from the
Madleon avenue bullding, widely separated
schools, PBoth are In families that have chil-
dren in the Plerce strest bullding.,

Mayor Carson, when e looked over the
reports of new cusen that bad been made
vesterday, eoloven In number, prompliy is-
sued orders lo the pollee to enforce rigid
quarantine measures In overy case. In the
enforcement of the Hoard of Health's regu-
Intlons o far the ofMicers have only posted
tha required blg yellow card on the houses
infected and dinstructed the memhers of the
family to hold no communleation with the
outside world by leaving the house or per-
mitting any of the neighbors to enter with-
out the congent of the city phygician. The
moembers of the families are cantioned not
to violate these orders and are glven to
understand that the penalty provided by the
laws of the State DBoard of Flealth will bo
inflicted for every violatlon. These provide
a fine of $25. The question of closing the
school temporarily was discussed by mem-
bers of the hoprd yesterday, but no definite
actlon was taken,

The cames reported up to 4 o'clock yes-
terday were In the families of H. L, Put-
nam, 160 Lincoln avenue; Hoover, 16 South
First strect; Green, 200 Lincoln avenue; Me-
Gruder, 112 Ridge street; B, €, Baldy, 702
Perin. avenue; C. W. Atwood, 12§ Baughn
street; Glen Wright, 519 Franklin avenue;
Stearns, 203 Stutsman; Wlilliams, 113 East
Broadway,

Muyor Carson tonk the matter of stumping
out the epldemliec into his own hands last
night, and appointed W. M. MeCrary as ape-
clal officer of the Board of Health, and In-
structed him to make a canvaso of the Firat
wiurd In the viclaity of the Plerce street
gcliool and locate If possible every case of
mensles in that part of the city. His in-
structions require him to file informations
and cauee the arrest of the responsible par-
ties in all cases that have not been reported
to the board in accordance to law. He will
begin his work the first thing this morning,

FOR FURTHER FIRE PROTECTION.

City Councll Appoinis a Commitice to
Look Up the Mntter,

The aldermon met as o committee of the
whole lnat night and discussed at length the
propegition to increzse the fire department
by the expenditure of several thousand dol-
lars  for the purchase of a combination
ciiemieal engine and the establishment of a

new campany ut some polnt in the southern
portion of the city. It wase evident that there
was & good deal of politice back of the de-
mand for the snlargement of the fire depart-
ment, and many of the aldermen were very
cautlous about declaring themselves. Alder-
min Casper, however, openly charged the
republican  aldermen with o tendency to
favor the demand to hold the Scandinavian
vote, the 360 petiticners being largely of
that natlonality, Casper's statement of the
fira losses and insurance was objected to on
the grounda that it did not cover more than
n fructlon of the territory thal would be
protected by the new company.

Alderman Barstow stated that more than
£100,000 of fire lomses had occurred In' the
territory whose peoplo wore asking for ad-
dtlonnl protection. This Included the Decore,
Wells & Co. fire of last year, which might
have been prevented If a chemical engloe had
been loented at the foot of Muln street, near
Seventeenth avenue, or even severanl blocks
Turther west and south,

Alderman Brough sald there were 400 or
G600 houses In the Fifth ward gouth of Nine-
teenth avenue, the present wiater Hmits, that
would be swept away in spite of the de-
partment If a fire should start, and he felt
that there home builders should be glyen
the protection they deserved.

Tho diseussion brought up the question of
extending the water mains and giving these
reople the same protection that ls afforded
In other parts of the city. The present con-
tract with the city water company fixes the
annual rental of hydrants at $75, and the al-
dermen easily figured that ths addition of
ten hydrants, costing only $760 a year, and
affording the desired protection, would be
cheapor than the expenditure of $£4,000 or
$6.000 for a new fire apparatus which would
cort over $L,000 a year to maintain, This
lUne of reasoning hrought the suggestion of
8 compromise, and a committes was ap-
pointed to confer with the water company
and ascertain the best terma that conld be
obtglned for the extension of the mains and
the location of at legst ten new bydrants,
Dir, Barstow was made chalrman of the com-
mittes, and Aldermen Graham and Brough
wore named as the other members, They
wore inatructed to look over the ground with
Manager Harl of the waler company and
lru-nr'rr. il a meoting to be called one week
ater,

The committes then took up the gquestion
of printing the new ordinance books. A
recclution was paseed fixing the size of the
books the same as the ufd ones and the
Lypo the anne elze an that uged in the pub-
lication of the Sicux City books. The num-
ben of bBooks to Lo printed was fixed at 850,
260 of them to be bound) in cloth and 100 in
leather., Alderman Pace moved that the con-
tract for the printing be lot to the ofMcisl
paper at a reasonable compensation. Alder-
man Casper moved to amend by requiring
the clerk to sdvertise for bids and let the
printing to the lowest bidder. The amend-
ment was lost, Casper and Brough voting in
e fuyor. A motion to appoint 4 commitiee
to confer with the oMelal paper and get a
roasonuble bid prevalled and the eommitle
was instrueted to report at the meetlng next
Friday night. The committea consists of
Casper, Graham and Pace.

Tha aldermen arose ag a committes of the
wholo and went Into special session of the
council. Philip Mergen was granted permls-
slon to erect a wooden barn on hls premiscs
on South Main street, uwnder the provisions
of the fire Mmite erdinanee,

Bille for the slection expenses were pre-
sented, The speclal pollcemen were each al-
lowed §L.60 for thelr day’'s work. The judges
and clerks put In claims ranging from $
to 85, and were allowed $4 all around. The
rogistrars, for twa day'a work, wera allowed
$7 each In @all of the precincts except the
second of the Bixth ward, located in Fast
Omaha, where Mty cents extra was allowed
for costs of delivering ¢he books., Heot of
palling places, ranging from $5 to §10, wam
allowed, REast Omaha judges were allowed §2
extra. Jullue Cherniss, for furnishing the
polling placea with stoves and tables, was
allowed $LG60. The bill of Fred Rocken-
house, & speclal policeman on duty in Baat
Omaha, was rejected for the reason that ho

failed to qualify apcording to law. The ab-
stract of the votes chaal at the election was
submitted and approved.

Alderman-elect Sayles was an Interestsd
speatator of the procesdings and took ad-
vantage of the oceaslon to be aworn into
office.  Alderman Shubert, re-plected from the
Sixth ward, took the oath at the same time.
The councll adjourned to meet next Friday
ovening.

CASE,

District Attorney Follen Wil Have
the Troastees Indleted, .

DES MOINES, March 6. —(Special Tele-
gram.)—At the March term of fedoral court,
which will open In Councll Bluffs In a few
days, Lthe cases against the trustees of the
fTowa Soldlers’ home will be reopened, In
these actlons It was charged that the trustees

The
commiasioners, after getting the cases with-
drawn, refused to carry out thelr part of the
agreement and now IMatrict Attorney Ful-
len says he will take the matter before the
grand jury at the coming term and (ndict
the trustees for violation of the law.

EVIDENCE DAMAGING TO TREMMEL.

Sabler's Dying Statements Admitted
After Long Argunment.

CHEYENNE, Wyo.,, March 5. —(Speclal.)—
But two witnesses teatified yesterday in the
Tremmel murder case, The first, Burt
Thompson, was an eyewltuess to the shooting,
and he gave a detalled account of the whole
matter. The witness testified positively that
Stabler was making no héstile demonstrations
at the time. Tremmel, after the shooting, ran
toward Sixteenth street, John Murphy testi-
fiedd to two threats made by the defendant
to shoot Stabler, one about three Hours be-
fore the shooting, and one abhout fifteen min-
utes before, The exact langunge could not be
remembered by the witness, but It was to
the effect that the defendant wanted to use
a gun on the deceased.

When the prosecution attempted to intro-
duee statements made by Stabler, a few
minutes before his death, as to the cause of
the shooting, a vigorous objectlon was mada
by the defense, on the ground that Stabler
{id not konow that he was at the point of
death, and therefore, his statements should
not have the welght of dying declarations.
The legal pointg involved, were argued at
length by Attorney Stoll for the defense, and
Messra, Clark andl Breckons for the prosecu-
tlon, the court deciding to admit the evidence,
which was Lhat of Dr, A, W. Harber anl
Acting County Attorney Van Orsdell. Dr.
Barber testlfied thalt he told Stabler he was
golng to dije, and that Stabler sent for his
wife and children. He heard Me, Van
Orsdell ask Stabler how the shooting hap-
pened, and heard him say In reply: *“He
came up to me and sald, *Well, 1 hope you
are satlsfed,” and 1 aald, 'I am,’ and then he
commenced shootlng at me.” He also heard
Van Orsdell ask him If he had had any
trouble with Tremmel that day, to whlch
Stabler replied, *"No."

Mr. Van Orsdell corroborated this testl-
mony, adding that he had asked Stabler if
he had made any attack upon Tremmel in any
way, and that Stabler replied that he had
not.

HAS NOT VETOLED A SINGLE BDILL.
Governor Richards of Wyoming In
Avecord with His Legisinture.
CHREYIENNE, Wyo.; March 6. —(Special.)—
The business of the fourth Wyoming state
legislature was completed yesterday by the
slgning of the last of the bills passed and
left over for tho approval of the governor
at adjournment, Bvery act and resolutlon
passed by the legislature has boen approved
by the governor and the velo power was ox-
oreised In only one lostance, which was to
reject a superfluous and repeated section of

the election law. The last measure
npproyved by the governor was the
very Important law fn reference
to  paying ' bountles upon predatory
wild animals. Under the law the state

will now pay a reward of $1 for each gray
or black woll killed and 76 cents for each
coyole or wolf pup, The act carries with it
an appropriation of $24,000 to pay the boun-
ties, It I8 charged by opponents of the
bounty law that residents of Nebrasks and
Colorade living along the Wyoming bound-
ary line particlpate largely in the benefits
supposed to belong only to the cltizens of
Wyoming under this act,

MUST STAND BY THE CRETANS|

King George Outlines Probable Polioy of
Hiz Government.

REPLY OF THE GREEKS TO THE POWERS

Natlon Unahble to Longer Stand the
Stranin of Constant Hevolontions
In the Island or Snpport
the Mefugees.

ATHENS, March o.—A slatement made by
King Georgo In the course of an interview
today Is probably a forecast of the reply
Groece will make to the ldentical notes of
the powers Insleting upon the withdrawal of
the Qreek Meet and troops from Crete within
the six days from poon on Monday last, the
time the notes were delivered. s majesty
eald:

“The Greek natlon 1s wnahle o Lear aby
longer the strain and excltement caused by
ctonstant  Oretan  revolutlons and our
finances will not permlt us to support the
refugees, who now npumber about 17,000,
Nothing will prosper In Greece untll the
queation 1a definitely settied, The autonomy
of Crete Is out of the gquestion, beoanse the
Cretang reject It &nd have lost falth in
the promises of the powers. They prefor to
die In thelr own defense rather than bo
slaughtered ke the Armenians.

“"The recall of the Greel troops from
Crete would mean the slgnal for new mas-
£acres on a’'large seale, owing to the Intense
fanaticiem of the Mussulmans, who @&eo
they have the support of the six great
powers sinco the Iatter covered the Turkish
attack on the Christlans and shelled the
victorlous CUretans who wetre fighting for
frecdom and the oross at A moment when
the Turks were compelled to retire,”

Premler Delyannis in an Interview 18 re-
ported (o have relterated that the Greek
troops would not be withdrawn from Crete
and to have expressed the fear that natlonal
elamor would compel the movement to Invade
Turkey. “Greece,'” he ls quoted as having
ndded, “had not accepted the scheme for the
auntonomy of Crete which had been proposed
by the powers' The premier asked that a
plebiscite of the Cretans be talen and added
that Grecoe would prefer to dizappear from
the map rather than withdraw its forces
from Crete in the face of threats,

CRETE PROTESTS.

The Cretp government has protested
against the stlence of the admirals in com-
mand of the foreign fleets In Cretan waters
with reference to the demand of the Groek
commodore, Shchtourls, that he be allowad
to eommunicate the orders of King Goorge
to Colopel Vassos, In command of the Greck
army of ocoupation, and requesting that he
be allowed to go to the assistance of the
besicged Turks at Candiamo,

The government hag sent a dispatch to fis
representatives abroad, communicating the
above facts and adding that the Gresk eab-
inot belleves that einee the admirals and
the c¢insule have witnessed the fallure of
thelr efforts to ra'se the elege, it ls thelr de-
elre (o place every obstacle in the wiuy of
the Greck cfforts to do' #o, so that in the
event of a massacre (hey will be able to
throw the responsibility upon the shoulders
of the Greeks.

The dispatch continues: “We have In-
structed our vonsul at Canea to inform the
Turks who requested hisg intervention of the
hindrance created by the foreigners” In
view of the continuous arrival of Turkish
troops on the frontler It {s belloved Greecw
will call out the remainder of her reserves.
